No decision yet on belts as D-tlay looms 


WITH less than a month 
remaining before seatbelts 
become compulsory on pre- 
1988 coaches used for chil- 
dren, the Government has 
not confirmed its new ‘seat- 
belt MOT’. 

One seatbelt fitter, Elite 
Services of Stockport, has 
now engaged a solicitor to 
compile operator complaints, 
which will form the basis of a 
campaign to get the legisla- 
tion stopped in its tracks. 

The proposal to check the 
quality of seatbelts fitted was 
made in Autumn, and was 
met with a barrage of com- 
plaints. Manufacturers and 
fitters - together with acade- 
mic institutions like MIRA - 
say that many of the recom- 
mendations will outlaw per- 
fectly safe and tested seatbelt 
installations, including type- 
approved, new coach seats. 

But despite the backlash 


and complaints that the 
‘MOT’ comes too late to 
allow operators to make 
adjustments, and may result 
in thousands of school 
coaches becoming unusable, 
the Government has not 
made up its mind whether to 
go ahead. 

In an angry letter to its 
members, the Confederation 
of Passenger Transport says 
its inquiries with the Depart- 
ment of Transport, Environ- 
ment and the Regions have 
met with little response: 
“CPT believes, therefore, that 
it is increasingly unlikely that 
the proposals will be imple- 
mented on 10 February,” 
said operations director 
Steven Salmon. 

“Furthermore, CPT has 
suggested to the DETR that 
practicality dictates that the 
start date should be delayed 
for as long as is necessary for 


operators to achieve full com- 
pliance with the specification, 
whatever that might eventu- 
ally be.” 

According to Elite Services, 
test stations are already plan- 
ning to send staff on training 
courses to familiarise them- 
selves with the new law but, 
if it goes ahead, the result will 
include operator insolvencies. 

“These are ill thought out 
and confusing draft regula- 
tions which could lead to 
major problems for reputable

coach operators, and could 
even lead to business fail- 
ures,” said Elite’s md David 
Nickson. 

Mr Nickson and other 
seatbelt installers such as 
Barry Hall have spent thou- 
sands having their retrofits 
crash tested, and say they can 
already meet the European 
standards. 

“We are asking CBW 
readers to pledge their sup- 
port for concerted represen- 
tations to the minister to halt 
the march to the statute book 
of flawed regulations,” said 
Mr Nickson. “We are happy 
to pledge our support in the 
hope that common sense can 
prevail.”

WELL over 200 Optare Solo 
lowfloor midibuses have 
already been sold since 
launch at Coach & Bus 97 in 
October - believed to be the 
highest number of pre-pro- 
duction orders for any mod- 
ern vehicle of its type. 

The overwhelming level of 
orders will involve a restruc- 
turing of production in 
Leeds, with additional staff 
being taken on. 

Production starts early this 
year, with the bulk of the 
early deliveries destined for 
Wilts & Dorset and Travel 
West Midlands. 

More than 10 operators 
have already placed orders, 
with the first 10 of the 9.2- 
metre version going to Not- 
tingham City Transport, and 
the first Solos for London 


destined for Travel London 
for operation on the Central 
London C1 route. 

Three of the major groups 
have already placed firm 
orders. National Express 
Group has ordered 30 more 
for operation in the West 
Midlands, Go-Ahead has 
ordered eight for operation in 
the North East, and First- 
Group is having 12, with 
some destined for PMT. 

Arriva is also understood 
to be considering some pur- 
chases, leaving Stagecoach as 
the only large group not to be 
ordering the new vehicles. 

The start of production 
will involve a fundamental 
internal reorganisation at 
Optare with dedicated pro- 
duction lines being created 
for the Solo, lowfloor Excel 
and double-deck Spectra, 
which is also enjoying con-

siderable orders, particularly 
in its lowfloor form. 

Up to 40 additional staff 
will be taken on. MetroRid- 
ers, DAF Deltas and Mer- 
cedes Prismas will continue 
to be built alongside the high- 
volume products. 

Optare md _ Russell 
Richardson said 1998 was 
clearly destined to be 
Optare’s best year yet, for 
sales: “We’re delighted by the 
industry’s response to the 
Solo and growth of new and 
repeat orders for the Excel,” 
he said. 


Prévost buys NovaBUS, giving it around a third of coach and bus market 


Henlys/Volvo North American op expands

THE JOINT Henlys and 
Volvo drive into the North 
American continent has 
moved up a gear with the 
acquisition of NovaBUS. 
The purchase is by the 
jointly-owned Prévost Car, in 
which Volvo has the control- 
ling, 51% stake and Henlys 
the rest. Prévost has proved a 
great success for them, with 
improved turnover and mar- 
gins since acquisition from 
the Province of Quebec. It 
has a 28% share of the North

American market, but makes 
only coaches. 

NovaBUS supplied 1,360 
buses to the States and 
Canada during the last year, 
commanding 33% of the 
market. Turnover in the first 
10 months of 1997 was 
C$353 million and profit 
C$9.2 million, improving on 
a loss in 1996 as it tooled up 
for lowfloor production. 

Prévost has paid C$50 mil- 
lion (£21.2 million) for the 
company. 

NovaBUS has an interest- 
ing history. It is the former 
MCI company jointly owned 
by Greyhound Canada and 
TMC, themselves both sub- 
sidiaries of the Dial Corpora- 
tion. 

It was bought by Nov- 
aBUS, a subsidiary of fire 
engine maker Nova QUIN- 
TECH of Quebec, in 1993. 

A year later, NovaBUS 
sold 25% of its equity to rail 
specialist Bombardier and a 
venture capital group, which 


was then expected to buy the 
remaining 75% by 1998. In 
1995, all seemed to be going 
well, and Bombardier re- 
opened the New York plant 
to cope with demand. It has 
since changed its mind. 

NovaBUS currently has 
seven manufacturing plants 
in Quebec, New Mexico and 
New York, employing 1,700 
people. 

“We are determined to 
focus our North American 
operations on quality, safety 
and environmental care,” 
said Volvo president Bjorn 
Larsson. “We are in an 
intense phase of our growth 
strategy.” 

Volvo Bus acquired Scan- 
dinavia’s biggest bus and 
coach builder, Carrus Oy of 
Finland, two months ago, 
adding to the range of bodies 
it can supply. 

NovaBUS’s vehicles 
include a genuine 12-metre 
ultra-lowfloor, the Nova LFS, 
a standard floor bus, the

Classic TDS, and an inter- 
urban model, the Nova RTS. 
Its vehicles mostly use Cum- 
mins engines but the LFS is 
powered by a Detroit Diesels 
electronically-controlled unit. 

NovaBUS has also been a 


partner in developing a 
hybrid bus, the DUETS, 
which uses a CNG Wankel 
rotary engine and hub 
motors. Honeywell fibre- 
optics replace most of the 
wiring.

One of the country’s oldest coach operations is sold to National Holidays 


End of the road ater 90 years

ONE OF the country’s old- 
est coach operators, Larratt 
Pepper, has closed after 90 
years’ trading. 

The Barnsley company’s 
three Van Hool coaches and 
premises have been sold to 
National Holidays, which 
will be using the Thurnscoe 
garage as a base for its 
expanding tour operation. 
It’s the end of an era which 
started before the First 
World War. 

Larratt Pepper is the 
name of the firm’s founding 
father, who traded from 
1907 with horse-drawn 
vehicles, before moving on 
to Model T Fords. He 
bought one of the first 
Daimler CF6s with a chara- 
banc body, and converted it 
to one of the first saloon 
bodies in the area two years 
later. 

The company continued 
to set the pace in the years

AS THE former Cowie 
Group subsidiaries prepare 
to meet the challenges of the 
late 1990s they have the 
strength of a new corporate 
identity to help drive them 
forward. 

Arriva’s two coach and 
bus divisions are now ready 
for to kick off under the new 
banner and the industry 
looks set to feel the impact of 
the revitalised empire’s one- 
brand, one-company, one- 
vision mission statement. 

Within days of the official 
changeover from Cowie to 
Arriva, the group’s London 
red bus operating companies 
declared their new identity. 
Arriva left no one in the City 
in doubt that it had arrived in 
the capital. 

However, it will take a lit- 
tle longer before the group’s 
provincial subsidiaries reflect 
the Arriva brand with its new 
country-wide aquamarine 
blue and off-white livery, 
providing discernible evi- 
dence that all bus operations 
are part of the Arriva Passen- 
ger Services division. 

Meanwhile, there’s a fun-

damental change at Arriva’s 
coach and bus dealership, 
Hughes DAF where, on New 
Year’s day, it was very much 
a case of ‘out with the old 
and in with the new’. 

Arriva believes Cleck- 
heaton-based ‘Hughes’ was 
linked too closely with one 
chassis manufacturer, despite 
having broadened what it 
offers the marketplace. The 
new name, Arriva Bus and 
Coach, is now boldly in place 
for all to see as they pass 
junction 26 on the trans-Pen- 
nine M62, reflecting the size 
and significance of this divi- 
sion as a part of a major plc. 

Hughes DAF is so firmly 
established as a coach and 
bus dealership that regular 
customers will struggle to 
avoid referring to it as 
‘Hughes’ because the strong 
association with Dutch-built 
DAF Bus products continues. 

Although Arriva Bus and 
Coach is now on the sign 
above the door and that’s the 
greeting from the switch- 
board operator, the compre- 
hensive range of services 
offered to the industry and 
the people are the same. So 
what is the difference? 

Managing director, Bob 
McLeod, is in no doubt 
about the significance of the 
Arriva brand. Hughes DAF 
was just one of the Cowie 
Group’s complex and confus- 


ing brand structure which 
consisted of 140 separate 
brands and sub-brands. By 
adopting a new, corporate- 
wide identity, the Group can 
use its position as one of the 
UK’s top 200 companies to 
move forward. 

Sales manager, Jim Martin, 
remembers: “A lot of our 
customers have been with us 
for a long time.” While the 
Cowie takeover in 1998 
resulted in the third name 
and ownership change in 
recent memory, the dealer- 
ship: 

Retained and developed a 
mature customer base 

Expanded its services 

Became DAF Bus importer 

And, following the addi- 
tion of British Bus in August 
1996 to the Cowie fold, took 
on a major strategic role as 
buyer within the group. 

As Cowie rocketed to blue 
chip status, the ‘Hughes’ con- 
tribution increased to £2.9 
million on an operating mar- 
gin of 16.6% in the first half 
of 1997. Status as one of the 
group’s four divisions con- 
firms the importance of 
Arriva Bus and Coach. 

Despite a period of 
dynamic change Bob 
McLeod acknowledges the 
‘Hughes’ reputation for being 
“steady as she goes” but 
claims the new Arriva name 
will act as a catalyst to give

Mr McLeod said: “It’s a 
chance to review everything 
we do.” Trade within the 
Arriva group will help push 
DAF Bus forward from its 
current lowly position in the 
coach and bus sales league 
table. Mr McLeod said: “A 
lot of time and money is 
involved in the DAF Bus 
importership. Now is the 
opportunity to move on to 
the next phase.” 

The range on offer extends 
from flagship 330 bhp 
SB3000 coach such as 
Eavesway’s Van Hool T9 
Alizee Bolton Wanderers 
team coach through to full- 
size lowfloor buses, including 
the UK’s first fully-accessible 
double decker. 

SB3000’s engine is one of 
the few to achieve Euro 2 
emissions with mechanical 
rather than electronic fuel 
management. Current orders 
favour automatic gearbox 
and the impetus is starting to 
build up on Plaxton Premiere 
320s with over 30 in the pipe 
line, including two for Wilts 
& Dorset and one for Blue 
Bus. Premiere 350, and 
Excalibur is on offer as is the 
high and low-height Ikarus 
coach now attracting repeat 
orders from Eastbourne, 
Leask and Alfa. 

A trickle of Van Hool T9- 
bodied DAFs will enter ser-

vice this year following an 
early decision to opt for 
1998-built old-style T8s. Mr 
Martin said this decision to 
place Arriva as the only 
dealer offering T8 ensured 
vehicles were currently in 
build for Spring delivery. In 
addition, the Van Hool- 
sourced coach portfolio 
includes integral EOS 80, 90, 
and three-axle 230. 

On the bus side the DAF 
8.65-litre engine is standard 
and Plaxton was first to body 
the lowfloor  single-deck 
SB220LF while availability of 
an LPG-powered engine puts 
it in a key position to capi- 
talise on alternative fuel 
opportunities. 

Alexander __ single-deck 
ALX300 is now an option in 
the wake of the Arriva Group 
order for 51 as is the double 
deck ALX400 on DB250LF, 
complementing the ground- 
breaking Optare Spectra and 
soon to be joined by Wigan- 
built Plaxton President. 

Arriva’s Leaside London 
operation is to take the first 
63 DAF DB250LF ALX400 
as part of a commitment for 
up to 100. TWM has added 
20 to its initial two Spectra- 
bodied lowfloors and other 
DB250 orders include:

Step-entry chassis continue 
to be available - Optare or 
Ikarus-bodied SB220s with 
up to 53 seats. 

On-going non-DAF Bus 
vehicles supplied are Dennis 
Darts with a range of bodies 
either for sale or the extensive 
Arriva rental fleet which, in 
total, stands at over 600. 

As DAF Bus looks to 
develop its own products it is 
expected that a new lowfloor 
midi could soon be available 
from this stable. 

Meanwhile, at the other 
end of the scale, it has chassis 
poised to welcome UK 
approval for vehicles up to 15 
metres long - should it ever 
happen. 

Two appointments have 
bolstered the Arriva sales 
team to seven, following the 
departure of John 
Wolfendale. Jonathan Wall 
has been promoted from the 
bodyshop and Robert White, 
who is a member of the for- 
mer Whites of Calver coach 
operating family, has taken 
up a new position.

And in the run-up to 
Christmas, Dover looked set 


to break all traffic records, 
including the one for 
coaches set in 1995. Then, a 
total of 158,58,167 coaches 
travelled through the port, a 
figure that should easily be 
beaten. 

Michael Krayenbrink, 
general manager (ferry busi- 
ness) for Dover Harbour 
Board, said: “The Port of 
Dover is far and away the 
UK’s busiest transport link 
with Continental Europe. 
In 1997, we will have han- 
dled something like 70 per 
cent of coaches transiting 
Kent ports, including Euro- 
tunnel.” 


Five-year programme aims to enhance resort’s number one position 


Blackpool pletiges 
fo improve facilities

TOURISM officials in 
Blackpool have responded 
to criticisms from the coach 
industry by pledging to 
improve facilities in the Lan- 
cashire resort. 

The pledge was given at 
the launch of Blackpool 
Tourism Strategy 1997- 
2002, a five-year pro- 
gramme aimed at maintain- 
ing and enhancing Black- 
pool’s position as the pre- 
mier resort in the country. 

In the past, the coach 
industry has frequently 
accused Blackpool Council 
of ignoring its needs by not 
addressing the problems of 
parking, access and conges- 
tion during the Illumina- 
tions. Also, there has been a 
lack of practical support 
which has given the impres- 


sion that coaches will always 
come to the resort, so there 
is no need to give the sector 
special priority. 

In response, Jane Seddon, 
Blackpool’s head of tourism, 
said: “We are making a 
strong commitment to our 
coaching partners. For the 
1998 season, Blackpool 
Council will be looking at 
coach arrival points, traffic 
flow during the Illumina- 
tions and facilities for 
coaches and drivers.” A 
number of meetings have 
already been held with rep- 
resentatives from the coach 
industry. 

Launching the Blackpool 
Tourism Strategy, Roy 
Lewis, chairman of Black- 
pool Council’s tourism and 
leisure committee, outlined 
the strengths of the holiday 
industry, with particular ref- 


erence to the coach strong- 
hold of the over-55 market. 
He also accepted that prob- 
lems that needed to be 
addressed included cleanli- 
ness, the quality of bathing 
water and the loss of big 
name retail stores. 
Although transport is one 
of the key issues, the report 
gives no firm proposals that 
will encourage the coach 
industry. Answering ques- 
tions from the floor, Coun- 
cillor Lewis accepted that, in 
recent years, the tourism 
budget had been reduced. 
One initiative that should 
appeal to the coach market 
is an Early Season Savers 
promotion, that includes 
cheque book-style vouchers 
for the over-55s. Specific 
support is also being given 
to encourage midweek trade 
and early visits to the Illumi-

Shearings reclussifies rooms fo woo the single traveller 


SINGLE travellers are being targeted 
by Shearings Holidays as the UK’s 
largest coach operator increases by 
up to 25% the number of rooms 
offered without supplement across 
its 38-property UK hotel chain. 

The move will see many of the 
6,000 bedrooms, which are currently 


classed as twins and doubles, being 
reclassified for sole or dual occu- 
pancy. Last year, Shearings intro- 
duced a £1.6 million reservations 
system which gives greater flexibility 
over bed allocations. 

Chris Barnes, Shearings’ sales and 
marketing director, said: “Single 


room supplements continue to 
attract criticism from holidaymakers 
and consumer groups. 

“For many years, our stance at 
Shearings has been to charge supple- 
ments only for occupancy of a twin 
or double room. However, we felt 
that we could do more, which is why

People who held O-licences were 
expected to be honest men, said Mr 
Hinchliffe. It was a matter of great 
concern when an operator was con- 
victed of dishonesty. Holders of stan- 
dard national licences had got to 
show they could quickly get access to 
£2,000 per vehicle over and above the 
normal business ins and outs. 

Mr Jenkins said he had an over- 
draft facility of £5,000 and he could 
have another £10,000 if he wanted to. 
Mr Taylor said he was involved in 
transport training and he was asked 
to get involved by Manchester Train- 
ing after James Powell, who had been 
acting as transport manager failed his 


CPC examination. The vehicles had 
been in a bad state, there was no 
doubt about that. He had told Mr 
Jenkins he needed to invest in newer 
vehicles. In reply to Mr Hinchliffe, 
Mr Taylor said he was not prepared 
to put his reputation on the line and 
be judged by the firm’s future perfor- 
mance unless things changed. 
Suspending two vehicles and refus- 
ing to increase the authorisation, Mr 
Hinchliffe said it was not the first time 
concern had arisen over Mr Jenkins’ 
maintenance standards and he was 
sent a warning letter in August 1996. 
He found it disappointing that prohi- 
bitions had been imposed. The public 
was extremely concerned about the 
standard of safety on buses and quite 
rightly there was increasing public 
scrutiny of the standard of safety of 
school buses. That was why the high- 


est standards had to be achieved. It 
was a disgrace when a man who took 
responsibility for school children con- 
tinued to operate without a transport 
manager with inadequate mainte- 
nance leading to danger. Some of the 
defects found had the potential of 
great danger. That was why he had 
wondered whether he should allow 
Mr Jenkins to continue, said Mr 
Hinchliffe. However, he had drawn 
back from revocation as Mr Jenkins 
had taken on board a responsible per- 
son who cared about maintenance 
standards and his own reputation. 

The message to the industry was 
that, no matter how hard it was, an 
operator was obliged to recruit a 
transport manager of the right calibre. 
Directing the situation be reviewed 
next May, Mr Hinchliffe warned Mr 
Jenkins he was now on the edge, say- 
ing many operators did not survive 
one public inquiry, let alone two.

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Lowfloors and 
wheelchairs 


HOWARD JACKSON'S letter 
(CBW, 13 November) reflects the 
problem that exists with interpret- 
ing all the dimensions set out in the 
DPTAC Lowfloor Bus Specification 
in a variety of different vehicle inte- 
riors from a range of manufacturers 
as was evident at the recent NEC 
show. 

The various dimensions in the 
DPTAC Specification are all set out 
on the basis that access needs to be 
provided for a wheelchair to 
ISO7193 dimensions. This has 
been taken as the benchmark as it 
exceeds by some margin most sizes 
of wheelchair currently available in 
the UK. 

Self evidently, wheelchairs are 
occupied by a wide variety of indi- 
vidual users who may have differ- 
ing abilities to manoeuvre their 
chair, which will often have specific 
additional features - such as 
extended footrests - with the result 
they do not quite fit within the 
“envelope” of the ISO dimensions. 

As Howard Jackson has sug- 
gested, there are always going to be 
problems when a wheelchair-user 
seeks to board a busy bus and in 
those circumstances other passen- 
gers will clearly need to move to 
provide the manoeuvring space that 
will be necessary for them inside the 
vehicle. 

It will sometimes (I suggest 
rarely) be the case that a bus is 
already so full that, just like other 
people waiting at the stop, the 
wheelchair user may have to take 
the following journey. 

The whole question of providing 
a means for wheelchair-users to pay 
fares or show passes is something 
that only individual operators, 
working in partnership within local 
authorities who sponsor disabled 
people’s travel concessions, can 
resolve. 

In all cases where fully-accessible 
lowfloor buses have been intro- 
duced they have been welcomed by 
most wheelchair users themselves 
and by groups that represent their 
interests. 

It is never going to be possible to 
ensure that absolutely every wheel- 
chair-user is able to travel by 
lowfloor bus, given the constraints 
of ensuring provision of all those 
other welcome features that 
DPTAC specifies in the interests of 
elderly and ambulant disabled pas-

Opening of the Roud to Damascus? 


“THERE is no greater joy than a sinner who repen- 
teth” or words to that effect is an immediate reaction 
to Steve Norris’s attack on deregulation (CBW, 4 
December). Seriously, this has to be the logical out- 
come of the Ministerial Bus Working Group which 
was successively led by Roger Freeman, Steve Norris 
and, most recently, John Watts. 

Hopefully the new Government with its far more 
pragmatic approach will now implement quickly the 
range of improvements - 90% of which were agreed 
on by local government, CPT and users’ representa- 
tives - that can be made without new primary legisla- 
tion. 

I must take issue with Steve Norris on the genesis of 
‘Quality Partnerships’. While it is good that the idea is 
now so widely canvassed by the CPT, major groups, 
the Local Government Association and others and is 
clearly in the thinking of the present administration, 
the first comprehensive description of the concept is to 
be found in the report of the Bus Working Party of the 
Chartered Institute of Transport ‘Bus Routes to Suc- 


cess’ published in 1993. Interestingly, we first intended 
to propose ‘Quality Contracts’ but softened our line to 
try to work within the 1985 Act. As Mr Norris cor- 
rectly says, if partnerships are neither defensible nor 
enforceable they may prove not to last. With appro- 
priate regulatory backing they can quickly help trans- 
form the future for local buses. 

In the past the bus industry has dwelt too long on 
the different objectives of operators and local authori- 
ties. Quality Partnerships recognise the differences are, 
in fact, few and that jointly we need to tackle the main 
competition which is from excessive car use. The con- 
sidered opinion of one of the best recent ministers in 
the old Department of Transport (who himself helped 
Nicholas Ridley to pilot the 1985 Act through Parlia- 
ment) can only reinforce the case for change.

sengers, but the committee hopes 
bus manufacturers and operators 
will carefully think through all the 
implications of the interior layouts 
they are choosing and take particu- 
lar care with the interpretation of 
DPTAC’s recommendations. 

The forthcoming consultation by 
the Government on its proposed 
regulations under Part V of the 
DDA will bring forward all the 
dimensions which it will be neces- 
sary for coaches and buses to meet 
to comply with the accessibility 
requirements of the new legislation 
in due course. 

This will provide an opportunity 
for county councils as well as indi- 
vidual users to express any further 
concerns they may have about the 
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design and dimensions of wheel- 
chair spaces on coaches and buses. 
As part of this process DPTAC 
has already made some minor 
adjustments to its recommenda- 
tions in the light of experience - 
such as “cranked” floor-to-ceiling 
handrails which will solve a num- 
ber of problems mentioned by Mr 
Jackson - and more changes of this 
kind will certainly not be ruled out 
in the process which has now 
started to set out the legal require- 
ments under the DDA.

Fuel duty must 
be abolished 


IN RECENT weeks there have been 
numerous calls for the restoration 
of Fuel Duty Rebate. 

The real issue should be the abo- 
lition of fuel duty for all coach and 
bus operations ie, all operators 
should be allowed to use ‘red 
diesel’. 

Trains and aircraft use duty-free 
fuel which, I believe, gives these 
transport modes an unfair competi- 
tive advantage over our industry - 
levelling of the playing field is long 
overdue. 

Lower fuel prices can mean 
lower bus fares, coach hire charges 
or tour prices for passengers. Alter- 
natively they can mean more money 
for investment.

Driver cannot 
remove pupils 


I WAS interested in your response 
to the query about whether a driver 
may remove an unruly pupil from 
the vehicle. 

In my view an education author- 
ity is legally responsible for taking 
“reasonable care” of the children 
who receive free school transport 
from the time they board the trans- 
port which has been arranged by 
the authority. 

This duty of care continues 
regardless of the behaviour of the 
child. While the child is on the 
transport the bus operator (and his 
employees) assume that responsibil- 
ity on behalf of the authority. 
Therefore, while the PSV Conduct 
regulations do permit a driver to 
remove an unruly passenger, I 
believe an education authority has 
no choice but to forbid an operator 
from using this remedy in respect of 
~ school children. 

Where this policy applies, the 
operator should have been aware 
that the authority will not allow a 
child to be removed before under- 
taking to provide the transport. 
The requirement may, therefore, be 
considered to have been freely 
accepted as part of the contract. 

However, the authority also has a 
general duty of care which requires 
there are effective means to ensure 
the safety of the transport and the 
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other people using the transport 
against “foreseeable risks”. Since 
occasional serious misbehaviour is 
foreseeable, there needs to be a gen- 
eral procedure for reporting this to 
the school concerned and for it to 
be dealt with through disciplinary 
systems. 

Where a child’s misbehaviour 
persists, I would consider that the 
school (on behalf of the education 
authority) is obliged by this general 
duty of care to remove free trans- 
port from the offender. I think this 
is the education authority’s duty 
even if it has denied this power to 
the driver on the spot.

Disappointed 
hy operators 


I WAS amused to see myself 
described by Dick White (CBW, 6 
November) as an eco-warrior, since 
the last time I constructed a tunnel 
was over 30 years ago and it con- 
sisted of a blanket draped over a 
couple of upturned chairs... I cer- 
tainly don’t regard myself as one, 
although I am happy to admit to 


that you roadtested (CBW, 18 
December). The vehicle began its 
life with Allseasons Travel, of Lon- 
don, W2, in January 1971. In 
March 1972 it went to Grimshaws 
of Brackley, then, in May 1973, to 
Home James of Liverpool. Novem- 
ber 1976 saw it transferred to Mick 
Boulton of Cardington, Shropshire 
and in September 1991 it went to 
Les and Paul Emery of Brownhills. 
It was used on various operators’ 
discs until November 1996 when its 
own O-licence was granted to Vals 
Classic Coaches of Chase Terrace. 
In November 1997 there were 15 
PSV VALS, 34 preserved ones, nine 
non PSVs, five horseboxes, 56 cara- 
vans, 29 transporters, one show- 
man van and 12 derelicts. My pic-

The clever livery designer will need to 

carefully balance the conflicts of eye- 

catching design, vehicle shape and fea- 

tures, hirer and passenger appeal, together 

with the need to ensure the vehicle gener- 

ates new and repeat business. It is much more than 

a public expression of the artistic flair of the boss, or 

if male, probably that of the most influential female 

in his life. Some operators wisely invest in the ser- 

vices of professional designers. But do the operators 
give the designers the right brief?

The ease of 
accident repair and colour match should never be 
forgotten.

work quilt will create the impression of a poor qual- 
ity vehicle regardless of its age or features. No liv- 
ery design can overcome poor turnout of coach and 
driver but a poor livery and an old coach can be 
transformed by guardsman standard presentation of 
coach and driver. 

The modern coach is not just a coach. A good, 
experienced, professional driver is not just a driver. 
He or she supplies the operator with the opportunity 
to create a unique selling position that should pro- 
vide the openings for additional work and the wel- 
come ability to “talk up” the hire rate. 

Operators stand accused of gross neglect of the 
promotional potential of the coach rear. How often 
do we follow a coach that has merely a name and/or 
telephone number? Surely this has the underlying 
message: “I am just an operator from somewhere 
with nothing special to offer.” In practice the real- 
ity is totally different. Toilets, refreshments, video, 
air conditioning, seatbelts, double-glazing are still 
unknown to the unconverted passenger the industry 
needs to recruit. How does the potential passenger 
know what particular type of work you undertake? 
What better way than to convince them when they 
drive behind a coach rear? 

The windowless coach rear provides abundant 
space for the use of a powerful image of picture or 
logo. This will still leave ample scope for the well 
thought out sales promotion message. Even the use 
of the rear window will increase the space available 
without affecting passenger vision. 

The vehicle sides provide an expanse to apply the 
chosen livery colour combination, apply the brand 
name in a distinctive manner, use a logo, and convey 
the nature of the operator’s business. Body styles 
create the difficulty of matching the livery to the 
body contours yet seeking to have a fleet that looks 
consistent. There is a limit to the play on words that 
European, highliner, executive, etc provide but they 
still convey an improved image into the passenger’s 
mind. It is still well worth spending the time to

The dealer stock white coach used for short-term 
hire is a challenge. Paint damage is expensive to 
repair. A plain vehicle can be transformed by the 
well-thought-out use of easily-removable, strikingly 
coloured vinyl. Expensive but well worth the expen- 
diture if the hire is for the season. 

The exclusive hire of a vehicle by a hirer usually 
brings demands for the adoption of the hirer’s own 
livery. This is fine - until a gap occurs or a late can- 
cellation. The operator can then only use the vehi- 
cle on work that will not be offended by the brand 
name and livery. The application of the operator’s 
name (beyond legal) is a mixed blessing. It provides 
additional sales opportunities and the benefit of the 
linking of operator with the hirer’s brand name.

THIS top-spec Autobus Nouvelle II 
is the first new coach for school 
activity tours specialist Alpine 
Action. 

The 29 seater is fully specified, 
with air conditioning and the full

It is the second 
vehicle for the Bolton company, 
which has been operating its own 
vehicle for two years.
